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Quidditch 
team flies 
into Long

Carrying dodgeballs, volleyballs, 
a tennis ball and brooms, Caylen Mc- 
Donald and her teammates head over 
to Los Altos Park a few times each 
week to practice a growing sport: 
Quidditch. 

As a team, they’re known as the 
Long Beach Funky Quaffles (LBFQ), 
and they’re set to play in the Southern 
California Quidditch Conference D1 
Season Opener this October. 

McDonald, a senior human develop- 
ment major at Cal State Long Beach, 
co-captains the Long Beach-based 
team with Justin Madriaga, a graduate 
from the Art Institute of California, 
Los Angeles, and San Pedro resident 
Anthony Hawkins. Madriaga and Mc- 
donald established the team in April. 

To play Quidditch, the wizard sport 
created in the “Harry Potter” series, 
McDonald said the team members use 
slightly deflated dodgeballs and vol- 
leyballs as well as brooms to carry be- 
tween their legs. 

“Beside the fact that we don’t use 
magic and flying brooms, it compares 
fairly equally to the book,” Madriaga 
said. “We use quaffles, bludgers with- 
out bats and a snitch.” 

McDonald, who primarily plays 
as a chaser on the team, said that the 
LBFQ beaters play both offense and

Off-campus restrictive 
parking signs removed

Cal State Long Beach University 
Police removed signs prohibiting stu- 
dent parking in an adjacent neighbor- 
hood off Atherton Street Tuesday after 
realizing they were improperly placed. 

“Those signs were put up by us as a 
means to kind of help get all the students 
to park on campus,” CSULB University 
Chief of Police Fernando Solorzano said. 


“[The signs] are to deter students from 
parking in the neighborhood streets ... 
this was our effort to work with them 
and be a good neighbor.” 

Solorzano said they removed the 
signs because the California Vehicle 
Code cited on them cannot be en- 
forced on. residential streets by the 
City of Long Beach or University Po- 
lice. He added that the signs are placed 
in nearby neighborhoods each semes- 
ter but are typically removed after the 
first few weeks of classes anyway.

Renovations 

to Soroptimist 
House, IPCDC 
set to begin 

in fall 2014 


The renovations will 
cost $688,000 total.

Associated Students Inc. is set to 
begin $688,000 renovations on the 
Isabel Patterson Child Development 
Center and the Soroptimist House in 
fall 2014. 

ASI Executive Director Richard 
Haller said the work is long overdue 
and will take up to five years to com- 
plete. 

“We’ve tried to nickel and dime 
the maintenance as we could, but 
unless we have a huge increase in 
enrollment, there’s no opportunity 
for us to be able to afford any of 
these major renovations,” Haller 
said. 

According to Haller, the Sorop- 
timist House’s infrastructure is old 
and unable to support modern tech- 
nology. 

“It doesn’t have air conditioning 
or heating, it’s not insulated, and 
it isn’t wired for anything other 
than electricity,” Haller said. “If 
you wanted to do something down 
there with Internet access, good 
luck.” 

Any renovations or updates 
to the Soroptimist House, Haller 
said, must also address ADA pro- 
visions that went into effect after 
the building’s construction. 

The Soroptimist House was do- 
nated to the university in 1957 by 
Soroptimist International, a char- 
ity. organization, shortly after the 
formation of the first Associated 
Student Body and served as the 
campus’ first University Student 
Union. 

The space is now used primar- 
ily for student-hosted events and is 
available to rent for private func- 
tions. 

The Isabel Patterson Child De- 
velopment Center (IPCDC) also 
needs to undergo functional repairs, 
according to the 2011 Child Devel- 
opment Center Facility Condition 
Analysis report. 

The repairs to the IPCDC are 
currently budgeted at $438,000, 
whereas the Soroptimist House 
renovations are budgeted for 
$250,000, according to the analysis 
report and the University Student 
Union Board of Trustees Soropti- 
mist House Proposal. Haller said 
that both facilities will remain open

defense with dodgeballs while chasers 
score points with volleyballs. A seeker 
also catches the snitch, a tennis ball, to 
ultimately win the game for his or her 
team. 

According to Madriaga, who primar- 
ily plays as a beater, the snitch hangs in 
a sock attached to a person’s shorts with 
Velcro throughout a game. The snitch- 
carrier is not a member of either team. 

Madriaga said the use of social me- 
dia, namely Reddit, helped to bring 
the team together. He said he tried to 
filter his recruitment through different 
social media groups to gain interest in 
the sport. 

“T started just going through the dif- 
ferent communities like Long Beach, 
[Long Beach City College], [Cal State 
Long Beach], Quidditch, Harry Potter,” 
Madriaga said. “Anything that would 
perhaps spark some interest.” 

Through his outreach — efforts, 
Madriaga recruited 10 members for the 
LBFQ, and he said the team has also 
trained with the Lost Boys Quidditch 
Team of Torrance. 

McDonald said she has found many 
friends through the LBFQ. 

“IT would say the team is my major 
source of friendship and camaraderie,” 
McDonald said. “We are an official

“T want others to have the same op- 
portunity as I have,’ McDonald said. 
“The Quidditch community is unique, 
and everyone is very welcoming.” 

According to Helm, Quidditch is a 
very high-intensity sport. 

“The most important thing I’ve 
learned from playing Quidditch is 
that being on a team sport is a really 
rewarding experience,” Helm said. 
“We build each other up, provide en- 
couragement and constructive criti- 
cism.” 

The LBFQ’s first ranked, regional 
qualifying tournament will be Oct. 19 
at University of California, Los An- 
geles at the Southern California Quid- 
ditch Conference D1 Season Opener. 
The LBFQ was the only D2 team that 
qualified for the tournament. 

The team practices regularly at Los 
Altos Park on Sundays at 4 p.m. and 
Mondays and Thursdays at 5 p.m. For 
more information on the LBFQ, visit 
the team’s Facebook page at www.

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CSULB receives low ratings for accommodation of LGBT community 


The Campus Pride 
Index rates colleges 
and universities 
nationwide.

Cal State Long Beach was recently 
rated on its friendliness toward the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender 
community on campus, but the results 
were nothing to be proud of. 

The Campus Pride Index, an organi- 
zation that rates colleges and universi- 
ties nationwide on their accommoda- 
tion of the LGBT communities in their 
respective campus environments, rated 
CSULB in eight different categories. 

Out of five stars, the campus re- 
ceived an overall average score of 2.5 


stars from the Campus Pride Index. 

In comparison, other universities in 
the state, including Cal State San Mar- 
cos and Cal Poly San Luis Obispo, re- 
ceived 3.5 stars from the Campus Pride 
Index, while University of California, 
Irvine received 4.5 stars. 

Jeff Klaus, associate vice presi- 
dent of student services and the dean 
of students for CSULB, said he dis- 
agrees with the score the university 
received. 

“In my opinion, there are some sig- 
nificant inaccuracies,” Klaus said. “I 
don’t think we should have scored that 
low ... Of course we can get better, and 
there’s always things we can improve 
on, but we’ve made significant strides 
in the last five years or so.” 

CSULB received more positive re- 
views in half of the categories that the 
Campus Pride Index based its report 
on, such as LGBT policy inclusion, 
academic life, student life, and counsel- 
ing and health. The university received 
at least 3.5 stars in each of these cat- 
egories, including a perfect 5 stars for 


counseling and health and student life. 

On the other hand, the university 
scored no more than 1.5 stars in the 
categories of LGBT support and insti- 
tutional commit-

Jennifer Reed, 
the adviser for the 
queer studies minor 
in the Department of Women’s, Gen- 
der and Sexuality Studies, said that al- 
though the campus is supportive of the 
LGBT community, she believes more 
could be done. 


“Long Beach is known as a ‘queer’ 
city,” Reed said. “People expect more 
out of the university.” 

She said that the LGBT Center on 
campus is staffed only part-time by 
student workers, which can make it 
difficult to contact the center, but that 
positive changes are being made. 

“There is stuff happening, but it’s 
taken a long time to get it going,” Reed 
said. “I think things are getting bet- 
rer. 

Klaus said he agrees and that the uni- 
versity is moving in the right direction. 

“I’ve only seen us do more things, 
not less, like the gender-neutral bath- 
rooms,” he said. “Years ago, we never 
had any gender-neutral bathrooms, 
but now we do. That’s progress. That’s 
moving in the right direction.” 

Klaus said it is important to accom- 
modate special groups on campus. 

“We want every student at Cal State 
Long Beach to feel supported, and 
safe,” Klaus said. “I’d love them to be- 
lieve that this is their home away from 
home.”

Superintendent Frank Ramirez of 
the City of Long Beach Parking En- 
forcement confirmed that the CVC 
cited on the parking signs is meant for 
city-owned lots and public property, 
not residential city streets. 

Solorzano said that the signs were 
placed in the neighborhood at the re- 


quest of Long Beach City Councilman 
Patrick O’Donnell. 

O’ Donnell said that his office asked 
the university to help relieve the 
neighborhood of some CSULB con- 
gestion in response to a neighborhood 
petition brought to the city council. 

“The restricted parking comes from 
the neighbors, not me,” O’Donnell 
said. “Certainly there’s a parking issue 
but some of the vehicles tend to spider 
their way through the neighborhood and 


neighbors have concerns about public 
safety.” 

Solorzano also said University Po- 
lice receive multiple complaints every 
semester from neighborhood residents 
about students blocking driveways and 
leaving trash in the streets. 


“It’s a balance,’ O’Donnell said. 


“When you live near a university, you 
have to accept some impacts, but as a 
councilman, I have to accept that I have 
to protect the neighborhood too.” 
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CSULB Housing should avoid overbooking in dorms 


If you think having one roommate 
was bad enough, think again. 

According to Director of Cal 
State Long Beach Housing and 
Residential Life Carol Roberts- 
Corb, approximately 100 rooms 
in Beachside College have been 
modified to accomodate three 
people. 

The 
rooms 
were 
modi- 
fied to address increased housing 
demand. 

In order to fit the 100 addi- 
tional students, officials added an 
extra bed and desk to each of the 
rooms. 

One of our major concerns 
about the Beachside College dorm 
situation is that residents were 
not notified about their additional 
roommates until the second or 
third week of August. 

In addition, we are shocked that 
housing officials offered return- 
ing Beachside residents incentives 
like a $275 Beach Club card to 
cancel their housing contracts. 

The incentives offered to 
students who canceled their 
contracts — which included a 
free parking pass and priority 
status for future on-campus hous- 
ing — signaled that Housing and 
Residential Life was desperate to 
make room for students.

Roberts-Corb said the Beachside College situation is not 
“the norm” and that oftentimes students cancel their housing 


contracts during the summer months. 


Regardless, we think students should have been notified 
earlier that they would certainly have two roommates. 
We are also surprised that approximately 100 rooms were 


affected by this change. 


In fairness, however, students in the triple-occupancy dorms 


received a 13 percent discount on their room rates, according to an 
email sent to Beachside residents from Housing and Residential Life. 

Even with the discount, the uncomfortable living situation in 
Beachside College could cause friction. 

Moving into the dorms and learning to build relationships with 
new roommates is already hard enough. Adding a third person to 
the mix could make the situation worse. 

If CSULB Housing and Residential Life knew beforehand of a 
likelihood that there would be even more competition for dorming 


this year, it should have notified residents earlier. 

We hope this will not be part of a future trend where 
Housing and Residential Life officials regularly assign three 
students to a room. 

Overbooking and persuading students to cancel their housing 
agreements should not become standard procedure for CSULB 
Housing and Residential Life. 

We hope the students living in the triple-occupancy dorms will not 
be severely affected. No discount can make people get along better. 


Anniversary of 1973 Chilean coup should prompt reflection 


Sept. 11, 1973, is a date that lives on in the 
minds of many Chileans. 

Forty years ago today, then-Chilean Gen. 
Augusto Pinochet led a military coup that was 
staged against then-President Salvador Al- 
lende, according to the BBC. 

The coup occurred due to the massive 
unpopularity of Allende, who was elected as 
president in 1970 with only 36 percent of the 
vote, according to the BBC. 

Rising inflation and Allende’s decision to 
nationalize Chile’s copper industry cast him as 
an unfit leader for some. 

A three-week visit to Cuba’s First Secretary of 
the Communist Party Fidel Castro was an action 
that prompted U.S. President Richard Nixon to sup- 
port aggravating the country’s economic struggles, 
according to the Associated Press. 

Once Pinochet took power, he radically 
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changed Allende’s Socialist government by 
promoting a free-market economic system, 
according to ABC News. 

In addition, Pinochet banned political parties 
and closed the Chilean Congress. 

Under his rule, more than 40,000 Chileans 
were killed, tortured or impris- 
oned, according to ABC News. 

Although it has been more 
than 20 years since Pinochet 
ruled, many Chileans still feel 
resentment towards the controversial leader. 

According to the BBC, approximately 55 
percent of Chileans saw Pinochet’s rule as “bad 
or very bad.” 

In hindsight, it seems that Pinochet was an 
unfit leader who overextended his authority. 

Although the 1973 Chilean coup d’etat may 
have appeared to be an isolated incident, recent 
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details have indicated it was not. 

According to the National Security Archive at 
George Washington University, Nixon “ordered 
the CIA to ‘make the [Chilean] economy scream’ 
and ‘prevent Allende from coming to power.” 

Other public documents show “a possible 
diplomatic effort to force 
Chile to withdraw — or be 
expelled — from the Orga- 
nization of American States 
as well as consultations with 
other Latin American countries,” according to 
the National Security Archive. 

Even though the role of the U.S. in the Chilean 
coup was more minor than major, Nixon’s state- 
ments and the CIA’s action raise larger questions 
about our country’s role in foreign affairs. 

CIA involvement in the overthrows of Iranian 
Prime Minister Mohammed Mossadeq and other 
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leftist leaders occurred somewhat frequently in 
the 20th century. 

As the civil war in Syria continues to evolve 
each day, the U.S. should be careful in deciding 
whether to intervene in the crisis. 

Installing leaders and supporting government 
revolutions should be things of the past. 

Although Allende may have been ill- 
equipped to rule, his deposer from office led to 
many Chilean deaths. 

Although Sept. 11 has taken on a new mean- 
ing following the 2001 terrorist attacks, citi- 
zens of the world should still remember what 
transpired in Chile. 

In order to make better decisions for the 
future, one must look at the mistakes from the 
past. This has never been more true.

Although the internet is a powerful 
outlet, local bands still struggle to gain 
a following in their communities, let 
alone overseas.

Q: So, how did you all meet?

A movement that has turned 
this same poster boy into the face 
of a timeless debate about college 
athletes and the money they bring 
into their respective schools. 

Manziel orchestrated a Cinderella- 
story season last year and capped it off 
with a Heisman Trophy. It was a motion- 
picture-type performance that warranted 
the attention of the casual fans and more 
importantly — for those not on the field 
on game day — filled the pockets of 
those against said movement.

athletes of all sports, and fora school like 
LBSU, that just isn’t an option. 

One might think a lack of success 
is the reason for fiscal shortcomings, 
but the track record for LBSU is better 
than most mid-majors. 

Since the 49er football team was 
shut down more 20 years ago, the 
school has won four national champi- 
onships, one in men’s volleyball, two 
in women’s volleyball and another in 
women’s sand volleyball. The Dirt- 
bags baseball team has made two 
trips to the College World Series, and 
the men’s basketball team made the 
NCAA Tournament five times. The 
women’s soccer team has gone four 
times, the crown jewel being an Elite 
Eight run in 2011. 

In an ideal world, a portion of the 
profits from the black and gold athletics 
merchandise sold online or on campus 
would be split up equally among the 
teams. But because those sales pale in 
comparison to a school with an elite 
football program, the likelihood of that 
happening is just as likely as the Walter 
Pyramid changing colors overnight. 

Without a football team, there cer- 
tainly isn’t enough money to be shared 
equally among the student athletes. 
Unless LBSU ever gets a football team 
that can generate the revenue that 
comes from big-time TV contracts 
and significant tickets and merchan- 
dise sales, it will be unable to join this 
movement that “Johnny Football” has 
become the face of.
